A COMPLETE HALF-BREED VICTO- 
RY INNEW YORK. 


On a Square Issue the Adherents of Conkling are Re- 
minded that They are in a Minority Now, and 
that Garfield Still Lives in Spirit---The 
Platform and the Nominations. 


NEW YorK, October 6.—After the adoption of the 
platform last night, the republican convention pro- 
ceeded to nominate a state ticket. General Joseph 
B Carr, present incumbent, was nominated for sec- 
retary of state by acclamation: Mr Davenport, of 
Stenben, was nominated for comptroller: Leslie W 
Russell, of Lawrence, for attorney general; James 
C Husted, of Westchester, for treasurer;

A resolution looking to the reorganization of 
the party in New York and Kings county, aftera 
desperate resistance, was tabled; yeas 202, nays 197 
The new state committee contains the names of 
Albert Daggert, Collector Robertson, and other well 
known anti-Conklingites, and Platt and other stal- 
Warts, 

THE PLATFORM. 

The committe@ on resolutions presented the fol- 
lowing, and they were adopted: 

The republicans of New York declareas follows:

AN ARMY OF BANDITS 


Threaten te Swoop Down on the City of Lima. 

NEW YoRK, October 6.—Panama advices state that 
around Lima and 6 miles from the capital, are now 
encamped not less than 12,000 bandits. In antici- 
pation of an attack from them, the Chilidns, who 
number but 7,000, have encamped outside the city 
and placed their field artillery in position on the 
Pino Sanbaltome and other hills once oceupied by 
the Peruvians, and commanding the valleys around 
Lima. Only afew companies remain in the city 
and one, that ofthe artillery stationed near the 
exhibition. The Peruvians will not make the 
feared attack unless they do soin coujuncfion 
with an uprising in the city, which secret agents are 
trying to effect.

Chilians have proclaimed that they will send for 
9,000 more troops if any further warlike signs ap- 
peer. in addition to the 5,000 which were ex pected 
vy the steamer Arragonas two days ago.

The law 
of primogeniture, which was the basis of that 
system, Was retained after the system itselt 
Was ostensibly abolished, and is in force at 
this day. The operation of that law-has been 
ty restrict landed property to a chosen few, It 
claimed that nine-tenths of the landed 
estates of England are thus held, Miles on 
miles of broad acres of the richest and 
most fertile lands in England, owned bya 
single man, are devoted to 
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parks, and to hunting grounds. To these he 
has arightso long as he pays his debts and 
defrauds ne creditor, But what shall we say 
of thousands of estates-tail, which ought 


is 


bidder to pay the debts which the extrava- 
vance of some hereditary holder, or of soine 
aneestor, contracted? These are burning 
wrongs—the remains of the old feudalism 
which are crying for redress. The blame is 
not that one holds large landed property, or 
that he uses it in a way that may not be best 
for the general interest—for land should be 
open to tree sale, and every one should have 
the unrestricted right to purchase as much as 
he can pay for, and to put it in parks or any- 
thing cise, as he may please. But the blame 
isthaut owing tothe law of primogeniture there 
is so little land for sale atall, It is kept in 
the hands of the hereditary few; many of 
whom are bankrupted by their extravagance 
and involved in debts thatdhey cannot pay, 
and vet are still allowed to hold their landed 
and to receive their rents. A stvle 
«i living becoming their exalted rank 
these hereditary and bankrupt — land- 
lords can keep up only hy exorbitant rents, 
or otherwise burdening their tenants. 
This system is driving thousands of the best 
Kuglish tenants to seek homes in the United 
States, in the Canadas,.in Australia, or in 
New Zealand. The consequence is that not 
only do the parks and pleasure grounds vield 
\, Sut many fields are now idle, un- 
touched by the hoe or plow, and that, too, 
when the country is importing millions of 
breadstufis to feed its non-producing popula- 
tion. And all this done to support an 
hereditary aristocracy in its extravagant fol- 
lies, The cry is notagainst aristocracy assuch, 
but aguinst an aristocracy defended by such 
laws. There is no question that the higher 
und lower middle eyen now feel a 
deep veneration for the nobility of their 
native land. But this veneration is weaken- 
ing yy the abuses I have mentioned—abuses 
Which must be remedied, if the nobility 
niaintain their hold on the people; abuses 
which, unless they are remedied, will one 
day sweep them away and reduce them to the 
common level, Itis surprising that English 
landlords do not read the signs of thetimes, 
and, by wise and salutary reforms, avert the 
evil day. If they had been swift to right 
the wrong of Irish tenants; if they 
were wise enough to make 
the necessary changes in their own 
estates, they would notonly retain their pres- 
tige, but the respect and love of the people. 
suit the English landlords in the upper 
house were not Wise enough to support the 
land bill. The argument which had the 
wreatest weight with themavas the fear of a 
sitnilar bill to regulate English landed estates, 
Again and again I heard opposition speakers 
inthe commons use this argument. Every 
English landlord in that house was faithfully 
warned that the principles of the Lrish land 
bill would cross the Irish sea and St. George’s 
channel, and be applied to England, This 
was the argument which carried not only the 
conservative but many of the liberal landlords 
inthe upper house. It was this argument 
which transformed the liberal duke of Argyl! 
und the liberal marquis of Landsdewne into 
conservative, and placed them, against the 
government, side by side with Lord Cairns 
und the marquis of Salisbury. This was the 
reason Why the government whip failed to 
>rally many other liberal lords to the support 
efthe bill, And this was the reason why, by 
an overwhelming vote, the bill was sent back 
to the commons with amendments which so 
«masculated it as todeprive it, if they had 
been adenres by the commons, of its power 
to give relief to Irish tenants. 

When the bill with the lords’ amendments 
was returned to the commons, — was present 
in the lower house. An uncompromising 
conflict between the two houses that would 
end in the utter defeat of the bill appeared to 
be imminent. It was evident that the com- 
mons could not accept the lords’ amend- 
ments without destroying the principles—the 
very life—of the bill. In this crisis, what 
would be the action of the -governmeiit on 
the araend:ments, become the most excitin 
question of the day. All eves were directe< 
to Mr. Gladstone, all ears were open to hear 
the slightest word that might fall from his 
lips. For the action of the government—and 
seo the fate of the bill and the peace of the 
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It was the 11th of August, the day the card 
of the American minister admitted me to the 
commons. Upon that card I was admitted 
not to the special, but to the speaker's gual- 
lery. I took my seat anxious to listen to the 
debate on the fords’ amendiment—a debate 
which resulted in sending the bill back to the 
lords with its main principles unaltered. 
Some of the lords’ amendments, it is true, 
were accepted by the commons, but all that 
interfered with the principal features of the 
bill were rejected by immense majorities, 

I cannot speak particularly of this 
debate on the lords’ amendments, but tlrere is 
one part of it which I shall notice, because it 
illustrates the prime minister better, perhaps, 
than anything I have yet written. 

‘Jn the spirit ef compromise—in the spirit, 
rather, of doing justice to the landlord as well 
as the tenant, Mr. Gladstone proposed to pro- 
tect the landlords’ right by an amendment, 
which permitted him to resume a holding 
where he had a bona fide purpose to resume It. 
This proposal aroused the Irish supporters of 
the bill. They made assault after assault upon 
the prime minister; they heaped abuse after 
abuse upon his devoted head. They taunted 
him, they jeered him, they ridiguled him, 
They accused him of abandoning the Irish 
tenant and going over to the landlord. But 
he bore it all grandly, and with unruftled 
temper. Mensdequa in arduis was written in 
letters of light upon his noble, unperturbed 
brow. In patience he possessed his soul; with 
patience he listened to the Irish members de- 
picting in glowing and impassioned rhetoric 
the evils which his proposal would bring upon 
the Irish tenant. Unmoved by their 
taunts and ridicule, but persuaded by the 
weighty objections which they = urged 
against his amendment, he = .proposed 
a change that would obviate the evils, which 
the Irish members pointed out. It was con- 
tended byIrish members, and justly contended 
that. if the landlord was permitted ad libitum 
to resuine a holding, he might resume it to 
turn broad acres, enriched by Lrish tenants, 
and fitted by their skill and labor to the rais- 
ing of grain and potatoes, into pleasure 
grounds, or mere grazsng lands for cattle. To 
provide against this Mr. Gladstone proposed

The above extract from the speech ef the 
prime minister gives a very inadequate idea of 
its effect in the commons and the audience in 
the galleries. While delivering it he seemed 
transtigured; what preachers. call unction 
characterized the effect of the speech and the 
manner of the speaker better than anything 
else’can.do. When he said that he was not 
ashamed to aecept suggestions; when with his 
right hand he smote the bill on ‘the table be- 
fore him and exclaimed: ‘“‘We intend to do 
our best to make this billa perfect bill’’—the 
effect was clectitcal. The moral force which 
attended it was simply overwhelming. If |

Never was answer more complete; never was 
reply more crushing. An Appelles alone can 
paint the grand old man as he appeared at 
that moment. There was intense earnestness 
but it was moderated by dignity; there was 
passion, but it was mollified by courtesy; there 
was indignation, but it wasrestrained by gen- 
tleness; there was severity, but it was tem- 
set by mercy. To the taunt, ifit had not 
veen for the house of lords, he would not 
have thought of the amendment which allowed 
the landlord to resume a holding, the prime 
minister crushingly answered: “I. quite ad- 
mit thatif it had not been for the house of 
lords we never should have heard of this 
amendment. Quitetrue; and it is quite true 
thata wrong act of the house of lords may 
suggest some right act to the house of com- 
mons.’ In reply to the charges of fickleness 
—of bringing forward amendments without 
due notice and consideration—and of amend- 
ing his amendment to satisfy the Irish leaders 
—the prime minister said: ‘‘But the right hon- 
orable gentleman went on and _ said 
it was avery hard case that the 
government did not make their 
proposal long ago, and even now they were 
changing their own proposal. It amounts to 
this, that we did not succeed at a moment's 
notice +n acquiring full and thorough knowl- 
edge on every point in this discussion, and 
that we accept suggestions from those who 
have made honest and careful research. That 
is the case; we do accept suggestions, and, 
moreover, we are not ashamed of it. We 
intend to do our best to make this bill a per- 
fect bill, but itmay not be that weshall make 
ita perfect bill with all our efforts, and with all 
theaid we have derived from the discussion 
to-night, but not from the speech of the right 
honorable gentleman; it may be that there 
will still remain some error, some imperfec- 
tion in the provisions on which we are now 
engaged. he right-honorable gentleman

As I was not present at the debate in that 
house 1 cannot tell what an eye witness saw 
and heard. I can only write what has passed 
into history; the lordsin the main, adhered 
to their amendments and returned the biil 
the second time to the commons. _ I was pres- 
ent when the bill, as it came from the lords 
the second time, was discussed in,the lower 
house.

Both the 
vallery and the approaches to it area disgrace 
to the peers of the realm, The stairs and the 
comparatively dismal regions through which 
they pass, the strangers’ gallery, and the rude, 
narrow, uncushioned and crooked seats, with- 
out backs, are in marked contrast with the 
elegant lobby through which we have come,

The house of peers, Tar too small for its pur- 
pose, is an elegant oblong room. The walls, 
the ceiling ait the windows are superbly dec- 
Orated. Portraits’ of the BDritish kings and 
queens adorn its stained-glass windows; in the 
niches between the windows are the statues 
of the barons who wrested magna 
front King John: curious heraldic em- 
blems are = on celling. and _ fine 
frescoes on lis walls. Inthe end opposite to 
Where I was seated is the nawniticent . throne 
With its gilded canopy above it and its brazen 
candelabra at its sides; directly in fygnt of the 
throne is the fanious woolsack, the seat of the 
lord chancellor; and on cicher side are the red 
leather benches of the lords, arranged like the 
benches in the house of commons. When I 
looked down on the scene below very few 
peers were in the house. Lord Selborne, the 
lord chaneellor en the woolsack, who presides 
over the deliberations of the lords, was array- 
ect exactly like the speaker of the commons, 
in gown and wig; louked just asmuch like an 
old woman, and might have been taken for an 
elder sister. Earl Granville, the government 
leader in the upper house, was seated on the 
lowest bench to the right of the lord chancel- 
lor: to the chancellor's. left, on the lowest 
bench on that side sat the marquis of Salis- 
bury, the leader of the opposition in the lords. 
Here and there scattered along the benches 
were bout thirty peers, about one-half on the 
government and the other half on the opposi- 
tion seats, The question before the house was 
the treaty with France. Lord Dunorven was on 
the floor, talking a long, prosey speech, in 
which neither himself nor any one else seem- 
ed to bein the least interested. Lord Leming- 
ton followed in a voice which is unquestion- 
ably the poorest I have ever listened to; | 
will not characterize it; it is unlike any other 
sound in heaven, on earth, or under 
the earth. The next speaker was 
Earl Granville, a leader of ability, a 
great statesman, but «a poor orator. 
But what shall l say of the next and _ last 
speaker I heard in the house of lords? This 
was the noble Lord Stratheden and Campbell. 
If Lord Lemington’s was unlike any other, 
the voice, the manner, the gestures, the move- 
ments of the body, and the whole bearing of 
Lord Stratheden and Campbell were pre- 
eminentiy unique. The noble lord as an ora- 
tor issui generis; he is unquestionaly the 
most singular speaker that ever addressed a 
deliberative assembly. One more moving, 
however, is seldom heard: he began with 
about twenty-five lords to hear him; when 
he sat down he had about five. And it was 
a most effective speech; it closed 
the debate. The lord chancellor thought 
enough had been said for that sitting, and so 
the house was adjourned to meet at half past 
eleven the same evening; it was adjourned in 
hope that, by that time, the commons would 
send the land bill again to the lords. 

When the lords adjourned, the debate on 
their second amendment was.still going on in 
the commons. Greatly desirous of witnessing 
that debate; L again sent a eard to Mr. Glad- 
stone and was again received. Mr. Herbert 
Gladstone,son of the premier, a very hand- 
some and courteous young gentleman of great 
promise, apparently not more than twenty-one 
years old, a member of parliament, and since 
a lord of the treasury, came to tell me that 
his father while he was at dinner had receiv. 
ed my card. The galleries were densely pack- 
ed; crowds were waiting in central hall anx- 
ious to be admitted. At such a time I secur- 
eda seat. Mr. Herbert Gladstone procured 
for me a card which again aamadtted me to 
the special gallery. In that gallery there was 
but one seat left: in that I’ sat.down and lis- 
tened to the debate which was going on in the 
commons below. 

The action of the lords on the land bill had 
awakened the gravest apprehensions. A con- 
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one could tell, seemed inevitable. 
cause for alarm when the lords sent back the 
bill for the first time; when it was sent back 
the second time it was feared that a revolu- 
tion was imminent that might result disas- 
trously to thes peer. If there was anxiety 
when they first returned the bill, it was in- 
tensified nany fold when they retunred it the 
second time. Everything turned upon the 
action of the commons; and the action of the 
commons depended on the will of the prime 
minister. ‘Lhe opposition feared that he 
would be uncompromising agd_ that 
the diiferences between the two 
houses would be irreconcilable; the 
more conservative Irish mem bers 
feared that he would yield too much, and 
that the bill would fail to satisfy the Lrish 
tenants; the extreme Irish agitators hoped 
that he would yield enough to enable them 
to say that the bill was a failure, so they 
might keep up the agitation in Ireland. 
Never, therefore, did prime minister havea 
more difficult role to play. The slightest note 
of detiance from Mr. Gladstone to the 
lords would have precipitated upon the com- 
mon, one of the stormiest debates ever wit- 
nessed in parliament. And this was the ex- 
pectation of many. But the wisdom of the 
prime minister, who had foreseen all, turned 
the debate into perhaps the least exciting of 
all the debates to whicn [ had listened. And 
yet I was present at the three most important 
crises in its history—first, when it was read 
the third time in the commons: second, when 
it came back from the lords the first time, and 
third, when it came back from them the sec- 
ond time, The prime minister was more calm 
and dignified than ever. By his consummate 
tact and wisdom he averted the storm; rather 
he quieted the storm wiich was already rag- 
ing. Hereminded me of a beautiful similein 
Virgil. The waves had been lashed to fury by 
the warring winds which “olus turned loose 
upon ae ships which were bearing Auneas 
and his Trojans and Penatesto Latium, Great 
Neptune raises his placid head above the roar- 
ing waters and calms them by his word.

minister was to the exasperated majority in 
the house of commons. Amendment after 
amendment of the lords was calmly and dis- 
passionately considered; the opposition dis- 
armed could not but admire the man whom 
they had most fiercely assailed; and even the 
lrish agitators laid aside much of their wonted 
vehemence and abuse. The wisdom of the 
prime minister was vindicated; bis triumph 
was complete. By the wise acceptance of 
certain amendments which did not interfere 
materially with the principles of the bill, he 
conciliated the opposition ; by adhering tirmly 
to its main principles he held the great major- 
itY ofthe Irish toitssupport. Long before the 
debate in the commons was coneluded, the 
moral conviction was felt by évery one pres- 
ent, members, speetators and all. thatthe crisis 
Was past, and that When the bill was returned 
to the upper house, the lords would gracefully 
vield to the inevitable, and that the 
bill! would be passed by them justas it left the 
commons that night. And this was the re- 
sult. The lords made no further fight upon 
it; and the bill, after a long and stormy 
struggle of montlis, passed both houses, and 
was ready for the signature of England's 
queen. oS Be G.
